Biden make final appeals ahead of 
crucial midterms

WASHINGTON (AP) — An election year 
that unfolded against a backdrop of eco- 
nomic turmoil, elimination of federal abor- 
tion rights and broad concerns about the 
future of democracy is concluding with a 
final full day of campaigning by leaders 
of both parties urgently appealing to their 
supporters. 
President Joe Biden is holding a Monday 
evening rally in Maryland, where Demo- 
crats have one of their best opportunities 
to reclaim a Republican-held governor’s 
seat. The appearance is consistent with 
Biden’s late-campaign strategy of stick- 
ing largely to his party’s strongholds rather 
than stumping in more competitive terri- 
tory, where control of Congress may ulti- 
mately be decided. 
His predecessor, Donald Trump, is hold- 
ing his final rally of the campaign in Ohio. 
Ohio holds special meaning for the former 
president as he readies another run for the 
White House because it was one of the 


first places where he was able to prove 
his enduring power among Republican 
voters two years ago. Trump’s backing of 
JD Vance was crucial in helping the au- 
thor and venture capitalist — and onetime 
Trump critic — secure the GOP’s nomina- 
tion for a Senate seat. 
In an interview with the Rev. Al Sharpton 
airing Monday on Sharpton’s radio show, 
Biden warned that his administration’s 
progress on key issues including bolstering 
funding for historically Black colleges and 
universities and trying to forgive student 
loan debt for millions of Americans would 
be at risk if Republicans take Congress. 
“If we don’t win, they’re going to wipe out 
everything we’ve done,” the president 
said. He also raised concerns about voter 
intimidation, saying, “America should feel 
safe going to the polls” and mentioning 
people outside voting stations with auto- 
matic rifles. 
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“It’s 
outrageous,” 
Biden 
said. 
Elon Musk, whose purchase 
of Twitter has roiled the 
social media world, used 
the platform Monday to 
endorse the GOP, writing, 
“I recommend voting for 
a 
Republican 
Congress, 
given that the Presidency is 
Democratic.” 
That came too late for 
more than 41 million Ameri- 
cans who had already cast 
ballots. In fact, Monday 
was more about ensuring 
that supporters either meet 
early voting deadlines or 
make firm plans to show up 
at polling places in person. 
The election results will have 
a powerful impact on the 
final two years of Biden’s 
presidency, shaping policy 
on everything from govern- 
ment spending to military 
support for Ukraine. In the 
first national election since 
the violent Jan. 6 insurrec- 
tion, the final days of the 
campaign focused on fun- 
damental questions about 
the nation’s political val- 
ues. 
Campaigning in New York 
for Gov. Kathy Hochul on 
Sunday, Biden said Re- 
publicans were willing to 
condone last year’s mob 
attack at the Capitol and 
that, after the recent as- 


sault of Paul Pelosi, hus- 
band of House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, some in that 
party made “light of it” or 
were “making excuses.” 
“There’s never been a time 
in my career where we’ve 
glorified violence based on 
a political preference,” the 
president said. 
Not attending the Miami 
event was Florida’s Repub- 
lican governor, Ron DeSan- 
tis, who is running for re- 
election against Democrat 
Charlie Crist and is widely 


considered Trump’s most 
formidable challenger if he 
also were to get into the 
White House race. 
DeSantis 
held 
his 
own, 
separate events Sunday 
in other parts of the state 
where he stuck to the cen- 
terpieces of his reelection 
campaign, including railing 
against COVID-19 vaccine 
mandates. The governor’s 
counter political program- 
ing avoided antagonizing 
Trump — meaning it didn’t 
deliver the dueling 2024 


events that could be in his 
and Trump’s near future. 
For 
national 
Democrats, 
meanwhile, the focus is on 
their narrow control of the 
House and Senate, which 
could 
evaporate 
after 
Tuesday. 
Voters may rebuke the 
party controlling the White 
House and Congress amid 
surging inflation, concerns 
about crime and pessimism 
about the direction of the 
country. History suggests 
any party in power will suf- 


fer significant losses in the 
midterms. 
First lady Jill Biden cam- 
paigned Monday for Dem- 
ocratic Rep. Jennifer Wex- 
ton in a part of northern Vir- 
ginia that Joe Biden carried 
two years ago. It could be 
an early indicator of GOP 
midterm strength should 
Wexton’s seat flip to her Re- 
publican challenger, Hung 
Cao. 
The first lady told about 100 
people outside a home in 
Ashburn, about 30 miles 
from 
Washington, 
that, 
in Congress, a “Republi- 
can majority will attack 
women’s rights and health 
care.” 
Trump 
has 
long 
falsely 
claimed he lost the 2020 
election 
only 
because 
Democrats cheated and 
has even begun raising the 
possibility of election fraud 
this year. Federal intelli- 
gence agencies are warn- 
ing of the possibility of politi- 
cal violence from far-right 
extremists. 
Ronna McDaniel, the Re- 
publican National Com- 
mittee chairwoman, said 
Democrats were “inflation 
deniers,” as she tried to de- 
flect their branding of her 
party as anti-democracy 
for rejecting the results of 
2020’s presidential election 
simply because Trump lost 
it.q

Jackson, in dissent, issues first Supreme Court opinion 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
Justice Ketanji Brown Jack- 
son has issued her first Su- 
preme Court opinion, a 
short dissent Monday in 
support of a death row in- 
mate from Ohio. 
Jackson wrote that she 
would have thrown out low- 
er court rulings in the case 
of inmate Davel Chinn, 
whose 
lawyers 
argued 
that the state suppressed 
evidence that might have 
altered the outcome of his 
trial. 
Jackson, in a two-page 
opinion, wrote that she 
would have ordered a 
new look at Chinn's case 
"because his life is on the 
line and given the sub- 
stantial likelihood that the 


suppressed records would 
have changed the out- 
come at trial." 
The evidence at issue indi- 
cated that a key witness 
against Chinn has an intel- 
lectual disability that might 
have affected his memory 
and ability to testify accu- 
rately, she wrote. 
Prosecutors are required 
to turn over potentially ex- 
culpatory evidence to the 
defense. 
In this case, lower courts de- 
termined that the outcome 
would not have been af- 
fected if the witness' re- 
cords had been provided 
to Chinn's lawyers. 
Justice Sonia Sotomayor 
was the only other member 
of the court to join Jack- 


son's opinion. 
The two justices also were 
allies in dissent Monday in 
Sotomayor's opinion that 
there was serious prosecu- 
torial misconduct in the trial 
of a Louisiana man who 
was convicted of sex traf- 
ficking. 
Jackson joined the high 
court on June 30, following 
the retirement of Justice 
Stephen Breyer, her one- 
time boss. 
The court has yet to decide 
any of the cases argued 
in October or the first few 
days of this month. Jack- 
son almost certainly will be 
writing a majority opinion in 
one of those cases. q 


Biden make final appeals ahead of crucial midterms

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Four 
areas in Louisiana and two 
in Texas should be protect- 
ed as critical habitat for a 
rare snake that eats pocket 
gophers and takes over the 
rodents' burrows, the fed- 
eral government says. 
Louisiana 
pinesnakes, 
which produce the largest 
eggs and hatchlings of any 
U.S. snake, have been pro- 
tected as threatened since 
2018. Their decline is largely 
due to the drastic reduc- 
tion and fragmentation of 
grassy longleaf pine savan- 
nas with sandy soil. And 
since Louisiana pinesnakes' 
5-inch-long (12.7-centime- 
ter) eggs are so big that 
they lay only three to five 
at a time, losses are hard to 
replace. 
The snakes grow to 5 feet 
long (1.5 meters) but are 
hard to count because 
they spend more than half 
their 
time 
underground. 
They also are camouflaged 
on brown pine needles, 
with black, brown and rus- 
set patches on a buff to 
yellowish background. 
National forests cover most 
of four areas that the U.S. 


Fish and Wildlife Service 
has proposed as critical 
habitat. Private land in- 
cluding some covered by 
conservation agreements 
comprises all of the small- 
est, in Texas, and virtually 
all of the biggest, in north 
Louisiana where the largest 
known population lives. 
Critical habitat is a limited 
protection, affecting only 
contracts 
using 
federal 
money or requiring federal 
permits. Other critical habi- 
tat decisions have sparked 
challenges by landowners 
and dissension over what 


lands qualify for such des- 
ignation. 
In north Louisiana's Bien- 
ville Parish, private owners 
hold more than 99% of a 
proposed area about the 
size of Milwaukee roughly 
95 square miles (246 square 
kilometers). 
The 
smallest 
area, about 8 square miles 
(20 square kilometers) in 
Scrappin' Valley, Texas, is 
all privately held. 
However, 
the 
Scrappin' 
Valley land is already man- 
aged for endangered little 
red-cockaded woodpeck- 
ers, which also need open- 


canopied pine savannas, 
said Don Dietz, consulting 
biologist for a family that 
owns 70% of the land. 
"Red-cockaded 
wood- 
peckers eat a lot of ants, 
which need the open area 
below. So the habitat is es- 
sentially the same," Dietz 
said. 
Noah Greenwald, endan- 
gered species director at 
the 
environmental 
non- 
profit Center for Biological 
Diversity, said, "Far too few 
private landowners care 
about nature and ensuring 
species like the Louisiana 
pinesnake survive. When 
it does happen it's really 
great." 
The Fish and Wildlife Service 
said two of seven known 
pinesnake populations are 
in Texas, but Dietz was dubi- 
ous. He said he tried unsuc- 
cessfully for a decade to 
trap Louisiana pinesnakes 
to prove they lived in Scrap- 
pin' Valley. 
"I want to believe there's 
some out there, but in Tex- 
as there may not be," Dietz 
said. 
Other populations live in 
Louisiana's Bienville, Grant, 
Natchitoches, Sabine, and 
Vernon parishes, the fed- 


eral agency said. 
Big 
Cypress 
State 
Park 
makes up about 0.5% of the 
proposed Bienville unit. An- 
other 8.4 square miles (22 
square kilometers) are part 
of a conservation agree- 
ment benefiting the snake, 
according to Fish and Wild- 
life's economic analysis. 
The Weyerhaeuser Co. an- 
nounced in 2020 that it 
had a 30-year agreement 
to manage land in Bien- 
ville Parish for the Louisiana 
pinesnake. 
Weyerhaeuser said it is 
working to understand how 
the federal proposal "would 
overlap and potentially im- 
pact the acres of critical 
habitat we are currently 
protecting for the Louisiana 
pinesnake." 
The company said in 2020 
that state and federal biol- 
ogists helped it identify two 
areas totaling about 2.8 
square miles (7.25 square 
kilometers) as the most im- 
portant for the snake. It 
said it would convert about 
440 acres (180 hectares) 
from loblolly to longleaf 
pine and keep another 
1,383 acres (560 hectares) 
with an open canopy and 
grassy forest floor.q

DETROIT (AP) — A judge 
threw out a lawsuit Mon- 
day that challenged voting 
by absentee ballot in De- 
troit, saying a Republican 
candidate for secretary of 
state failed to produce any 
evidence of violations. 
"Plaintiffs have raised a 
red flag of election law 
violations and corruption 
concerning Detroit's pro- 
cedures for the November 
8th election. This court's rul- 
ing takes down that flag," 
Wayne County Judge Tim 
Kenny wrote. 
Kristina Karamo and others 
sued to try to force Detroit 
residents to vote in person 
or go to the city clerk's of- 
fice to get an absentee 
ballot. 
They filed a lawsuit 13 days 
before Tuesday's election, 


making a variety of alle- 
gations about how Detroit 
reviews signatures on ab- 


sentee ballots and monitors 
drop-off boxes. The lawsuit, 
among other things, also 


claimed the city was us- 
ing "uncertified high-speed 
tabulators" to count votes. 


"Despite 
plaintiffs' 
argu- 
ments to 'shed light in a dark 
place,' they have failed 
dramatically," the judge 
said. "Over an eight-hour 
evidentiary hearing, no evi- 
dence of election law vio- 
lations" was revealed. 
Kenny noted that Detroit 
elections 
administrator 
Daniel Baxter and former 
Michigan elections direc- 
tor Chris Thomas testified 
about how the city per- 
forms its job. 
Approximately 60,000 De- 
troit voters had submitted 
an absentee ballot by last 
Thursday, Kenny said. 
"While it is easy to hurl accu- 
sations of violations of law 
and corruption, it is another 
matter to come forward 
and produce the evidence 
our Constitution and laws 
require," the judge said.q

Protect Louisiana, Texas land for rare burrowing snake

SAVANNAH, Ga. (AP) — A 
large fire burned Monday 
inside a chemical plant 
on the coast of Georgia, 
where authorities ordered 
about 100 nearby homes 
to evacuate because of 


threats from toxic smoke 
and potential explosions. 
Emergency 
responders 
safely evacuated a small 
handful of employees work- 
ing when the fire broke out 
at about 4 a.m. Monday at 
the plant outside the port 
city of Brunswick, Georgia, 


said fire Capt. Eric Pross- 
wimmer, who was on the 
scene with fire crews from 
Jacksonville, Florida, sent to 
help battle the flames. 
The fire sent a large plume 
of thick smoke into the air 
from the plant, located lo- 
cated about 70 miles (113 
kilometers) south of Savan- 
nah. 
As 
a 
precaution, 
local 
emergency 
officials 
or- 
dered neighborhoods with- 
in a 1-mile (1.6 kilomter) ra- 
dius of the plant to evacu- 
ate. People within a 3-mile 
(5-kilomter) 
radius 
were 
told to shelter in place. 
Wayne Neal, chairman of 
Glynn 
County's 
elected 
Board 
of 
Commission- 
ers, estimated roughly 100 
households had been told 
to evacuate. Sheriff's depu- 
ties were using patrol cars 
to block entrances to af- 
fected neighborhoods. 
Smoke 
from 
the 
plant 


had largely died down by 
late morning. But fire still 
burned inside, Prosswim- 
mer said, and changing 
winds could stir up more 
smoke. Hazardous materi- 
als crews were working to 
survey the threats to deter- 
mine whether evacuations 
should cover a larger area. 
Officials said they were 
mostly concerned about 
hazards posed by smoke 
drifting into populated ar- 
eas. There had also been 
explosions at the site. 
Prosswimmer 
said 
heat 
from the fire had caused 
three metal tanks contain- 
ing chemicals to explode. 
Fighting the blaze was fur- 
ther 
complicated 
when 
firefighters depleted more 
than 1 million gallons (3.8 
million litres) of water stored 
in tanks on the site. 
Prosswimmer said firefight- 
ers had backed away from 
the fire to await the arrival 


of tankers carrying more 
water to the scene. 
"We're going to take very 
calculated, slow steps at 
this and make sure no one's 
in jeopardy," Prosswimmer 
said, adding: "Right now 
we're staged way far back 
from it and some of it's just 
being allowed to burn." 
He said one firefighter suf- 
fering from exhaustion had 
been taken to a hospital 
and was in stable condi- 
tion. There were no other 
injuries. 
The plant is operated by 
Symrise, a German com- 
pany that produces fra- 
grances, flavoring and oth- 
er ingredients for foods and 
cosmetics. 
The Georgia plant manu- 
factures fragrance ingre- 
dients used in perfumes, 
detergents 
and 
house- 
hold cleaners, said Smy- 
rise spokesperson Christina 
Witter.q

Nicole is now expected to 
become a hurricane over 
the Bahamas before hit- 
ting Florida's east coast 
on Wednesday, just well 
enough after polls close to 
avoid disrupting voting on 
Election Day, forecasters 
said. 
"We won't really start to 
see any significant impacts 
from Nicole until really Tues- 
day night to Wednesday, 
so really it shouldn't have 
a huge impact on voting 
operations tomorrow," hur- 
ricane specialist Phillippe 
Papin told The Associated 
Press. 
"Unfortunately this is going 
to be a very large storm, 
with a very large wind field 
on the north side. This is go- 
ing to cause quite substan- 
tial surf, potentially danger- 
ous storm surge somewhere 
along 
the 
Florida 
east 
coast, and heavy rainfall 
and probably significant 
winds over a large area," 
Papin added. 
Hurricane watches are in 


effect for the northwest- 
ern Bahamas and Florida's 
Atlantic Coast from Hal- 
landale Beach, north of 
Miami, to just north of Day- 
tona Beach, as well as in- 
land to Lake Okeechobee, 
the Miami-based National 
Hurricane Center said in 
its latest advisory.A Storm 


Surge Watch has been is- 
sued from Broward County 
to halfway up Georgia's 
coast. The hurricane cen- 
ter predicted a particularly 
wobbly forward movement 
for Nicole as it approach- 
es Florida before crossing 
into the northwest Gulf of 
Mexico. At 1 p.m. Mon- 


day, it had top winds of 
45 mph (75 kmh) and was 
centered about 465 miles 
(750 kilometers) east of the 
northwestern Bahamas, the 
advisory said. 
"Do not focus on the exact 
track of Nicole since it is ex- 
pected to be a large storm 
with hazards extending well 


to the north of the center, 
and outside of the cone, 
and affect much of the 
Florida peninsula and por- 
tions of the southeast U.S.," 
the advisory said. 
Florida Gov. Ron DeSantis 
declared a state of emer- 
gency for 34 counties in the 
potential path of the storm, 
out of an abundance of 
caution. 
Large parts of the state 
have yet to recover from 
destructive Hurricane Ian, 
which slammed into south- 
western Florida on Sept. 28 
as a strong Category 4 hur- 
ricane and dumped mas- 
sive amounts of rain, caus- 
ing flooding across central 
Florida. Along Florida's cen- 
tral Atlantic coast, nervous 
county managers warned 
residents that the tropical 
storm could bring more 
flooding and beach ero- 
sion only weeks after Ian 
inundated the region with 
unprecedented levels of 
water. 
In Volusia County, home to 
Daytona Beach, county of- 
ficials advised coastal resi- 
dents to consider moving 
to a safer location as soon 
as possible.q

Jean-Pierre Ricard, one of 
France's 
highest-ranking 
prelates of the Catholic 
Church, said Monday that 
he had abused a 14-year- 
old girl 35 years ago and 
is withdrawing from his re- 
ligious duties. The move 
comes after a report is- 
sued last year revealed a 


large number of child sex 
abuse cases within the 
French Catholic Church. 
"Thirty-five years ago, when 
I was a priest, I behaved in 
a reprehensible way with a 
young girl aged 14," Ricard 
said in a written statement. 
"My behavior has inevitably 
caused serious and lasting 
consequences for this per- 


son," he said. Ricard, 78, 
used to be the archbishop 
of Bordeaux, in southwest- 
ern France, until he retired 
from that position in 2019 to 
serve in his home diocese 
of Dignes-les-Bains, in the 
south of the country. 
In the 1980s, he was a priest 
in the archdiocese of Mar- 
seille. The announcement 
was made Monday at a 
news conference by the 
president of the French 
bishops' conference, Arch- 
bishop Éric de Moulins- 
Beaufort. Moulins-Beaufort 
said a total of 11 bishops 
and former bishops, includ- 
ing Ricard, have been tar- 
geted by accusations in 
relation with sex abuse in 
diverse cases investigated 
by French justice or church 
authorities. 
Ricard said he had talked 
to the victim and asked 
her for forgiveness, with- 
out specifying when. He 
said he was also asking for 
forgiveness "to all those I 
hurt" through his statement. 
He did not elaborate on 
that.q

GAUHATI, India (AP) — In 
the 12 years that he has 
been the priest of a small 
temple by the mighty Brah- 
maputra, 
Ranajit 
Man- 
dal had never witnessed 
the river's fury like this. Not 
only the temple, but the 50 
homes in his native Murkata 
village were washed away 
in a matter of days. 
"I feel like the earth has giv- 
en way under my feet now. 
I have been the temple's 
priest ever since it was built, 
I feel really lost now," Man- 
dal said. 
Mandal, who is also a 
farmer and father of two, 
says the erosion of the river 
means his family has been 
deprived of income, relying 
instead on government as- 
sistance. "Each family was 
given 5,000 rupees ($60) 
but that is hardly anything 
compared to what we 
have lost." Murkata village 
in the northeastern state of 


Assam is in one of the most 
climate-vulnerable regions 
of India, according to a 


report by the Council on 
Energy, Environment and 
Water, a New Delhi-based 


climate think tank. 
With India ranked the sev- 
enth most vulnerable na- 


tion to climate change 
by the non-governmental 
group 
Germanwatch, 
Mandal and other residents 
of Murkata are on the front 
lines of the crisis. 
The Brahmaputra has al- 
ways changed course and 
reclaimed farmland and 
villages, but the frequency 
and severity of the river's 
destruction has increased 
in recent years. 
A 2020 study by New York- 
based Earth Institute, Co- 
lumbia 
University, 
found 
that the river's potential 
for catastrophic flooding 
as temperatures rise was 
being underestimated by 
nearly 40%. 
"The 
river 
has 
washed 
away 
everything, 
and 
we have no place to go 
back 
to 
now," 
Mandal 
said. "Even though we are 
staying nearby now, if this 
continues, we'll have no 
choice but to move away 
from here, away from the 
river."q

Italy directs NGO rescue 
ship with 89 migrants to port 


MILAN (AP) — After waiting at sea for days, the German 
humanitarian group Mission Lifeline said Monday that Ita- 
ly has directed its migrant rescue ship with 89 people on 
board to proceed to the port of Reggio Calabria. 
The 25-meter (80-foot) ship Rise Above entered Italian 
waters over the weekend without consent because of 
storm-swollen seas, after rescuing 95 people in the cen- 
tral Mediterranean. Six were evacuated at sea due to 
medical emergencies. "We are relieved that waiting on 
the high seas is over. The situation on board has become 
more and more critical in the past few days and hours," 
Mission Lifeline spokeswoman Hermine Poschmann said. 
"We expect that the Italian authorities give everyone ac- 
cess to a legally compliant asylum procedure and that 
people do not have to stay on our ship any longer than 
necessary."q 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
Exxon Mobil is poised to start 
a delayed gas prospecting 
project off southwestern 
Greece, the country's lead- 
er said Monday amid ten- 
sions between Greece and 
Turkey over offshore rights 
and as Europe seeks alter- 
native energy sources due 
to the war in Ukraine. 
The U.S. energy giant will 
start seismic exploration "in 
the coming days" south- 
west of the southern Pelo- 
ponnese peninsula and the 
island of Crete, Prime Min- 
ister Kyriakos Mitsotakis told 
private Antenna TV. 
The 
project 
has 
been 
heavily criticized by envi- 
ronmental groups, which 
argue that the deep-sea 
prospecting would have 
"unbearable" consequenc- 


es on endangered Medi- 
terranean whales and dol- 
phins. Critics also highlight 


the potential risk of spills, 
and say the project, if suc- 
cessful, 
would 
increase 


Greece's use of fossil fuels 
amid the planet's climate 
change crisis. Mitsotakis in- 
sisted Monday that Greece 
remains dedicated to "fast 
green transition." But he 
added: "Our country ... 
must ascertain whether it 
currently has the ability to 
produce natural gas, which 
would contribute not only 
to our own energy security 
but also to that of Europe." 
European 
countries 
are 
scrambling to replace their 
former 
dependency 
on 
Russian fossil fuels follow- 
ing Russia's Feb. 24 invasion 
of Ukraine and the subse- 
quent damaging of pipe- 
lines designed to bring nat- 
ural gas from Russia to Ger- 
many. Meanwhile, Greece 
and Turkey are at logger- 
heads over offshore explo- 


ration rights in the eastern 
Mediterranean, and Turkish 
prospecting east of Crete 
in 2020 prompted a mili- 
tary build-up and bellicose 
rhetoric. In 2019, Greece 
granted rights for explora- 
tion which, however, didn't 
go ahead in two blocks of 
seabed south and south- 
west of the island of Crete 
to a consortium of TotalE- 
nergies and Exxon Mobil 
with Greece's Hellenic Pe- 
troleum. The areas include 
the Mediterranean's deep- 
est waters. The Hellenic 
Trench, at 5,267 meters 
(17,300 feet) is a vital habi- 
tat for the sea's few hun- 
dred sperm whales, and for 
other cetaceans already 
threatened by fishing, colli- 
sions with ships and plastic 
pollution.q 


By EVENS SANON Associ- 
ated Press 
PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— A powerful gang leader 
announced Sunday that 
he was lifting a blockade 
at a key fuel terminal that 
has strangled Haiti's capital 
for nearly two months. 
The 
announcement 
by 
Jimmy Cherizier, a former 
police officer nicknamed 
"Barbecue," followed gov- 
ernment claims of at least 
some success in efforts to 
reclaim the terminal, as 
well as a United Nations 
resolution targeting Cheri- 
zier with sanctions. But it 
remained unclear who ac- 
tually controls the terminal 
and the surrounding area, 
and there had been no 
evidence that any fuel had 
been able to leave. 
In a speech posted on so- 
cial media, Cherizier called 
on truck drivers to come 
and fill their tanks. 
"Drivers can come to the 
terminal without any fear," 
he said. 
If fuel can leave, that would 
ease a crisis that began 
when Cherizier's G9 gang 
federation seized control 
of the area surrounding a 
fuel depot in Port-au-Prince 
on Sept. 12 to demand the 
resignation of Prime Minis- 
ter Ariel Henry. 
The gang's blockade cut off 


access to about 10 millions 
gallons of diesel and gaso- 
line and more than 800,000 
gallons of kerosene, forcing 
gas stations to close, hospi- 
tals to cut back on critical 
services and banks and 
grocery stores to operate 
on a limited schedule. 
It also hindered efforts to 
cope with a cholera out- 
break that has killed dozens 
and sickened thousands. 
Clinics have warned they 
were running out of fuel 


and had difficulty access- 
ing potable water. 
Gunfire echoed from the 
area around the terminal 
on Thursday as Haiti's Na- 
tional Police fought to re- 
assert control. Police Chief 
Frantz Elbé said in a voice- 
mail shared with The As- 
sociated Press on Friday: 
"We won a fight, but it is not 
over." 
Official police social media 
accounts posted a video 
on Sunday with no sound 


stating officers were still 
"busy" at the terminal and 
saying "an important provi- 
sion is taken to secure the 
perimeters." 
Cherizier stressed that nei- 
ther the gang nor anyone 
working on its behalf has 
negotiated anything with 
the prime minister, despite 
claims by some politicians 
to have done so. 
"This is a fight for a better 
life," he said of the gang's 
actions. "The situation has 


worsened. ... We are not 
responsible for what hap- 
pened to the country." 
Cherizier then asked wheth- 
er Haitians are happy with 
their 
living 
conditions, 
whether they feel safe, 
whether their children can 
go to school without being 
kidnapped and whether 
they have food and medi- 
cal care. 
Many in the country of more 
than 11 million people are 
living in even deeper pov- 
erty at a time of double- 
digit inflation. Meanwhile, 
kidnappings 
and 
gang 
violence has increased fol- 
lowing the July 2021 assassi- 
nation of President Jovenel 
Moïse, forcing thousands of 
people to flee their homes. 
Spokespeople 
for 
Haiti's 
National Police and the of- 
fice of the prime minister 
could not be immediately 
reached 
for 
comment 
following 
Cherizier's 
an- 
nouncement. 
But some people on social 
media celebrated Cheri- 
zier's announcement, re- 
ferring to him as "Father" or 
"Mr. President." 
In early September, Henry 
announced his administra- 
tion could no longer af- 
ford to subsidize petroleum, 
leading to sharp increases 
in prices that unleashed 
large protests. q

In the presence of various invited 
dignitaries from all six Dutch Carib- 
bean Islands, special guests from 
The Netherlands, U.S., Canada, 
Latin America, Central America, 
Europe and Dutch Caribbean air- 
port executives, the flight with the 
Pipistrel Velis Electro took off at 
17:30PM and lasted a total of 15 
minutes.

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Apple says iPhone supplies hurt by anti-virus curbs in China 


BEIJING (AP) — Apple Inc. 
is warning customers they’ll 
have to wait longer to get 
its latest iPhone models 
after anti-virus restrictions 
were imposed on a con- 
tractor’s factory in central 
China. The company an- 
nouncement Sunday gave 
no details but said the fac- 
tory operated by Foxconn 
in the central city of Zheng- 
zhou is “operating at signifi- 
cantly reduced capacity.” 
“We now expect lower 
iPhone 14 Pro and iPhone 
14 Pro Max shipments than 
we previously anticipated,” 
the company said. “Cus- 
tomers will experience lon- 
ger wait times to receive 
their new products.” 
Foxconn Technology Group 
said earlier it imposed anti- 
virus measures on the fac- 
tory in Zhengzhou following 
virus outbreaks. Apple and 
Foxconn previously hadn’t 
responded 
to 
questions 
about how iPhone produc- 
tion might be affected. 
Last week, access to the 
industrial zone where the 
factory is located was sus- 


pended for one week fol- 
lowing a surge in infections 
in Zhengzhou and the de- 
parture of workers from the 
factory. 
The lockdown is expected 
to cause further disruptions 
to the plant, which in recent 
weeks has seen a spate of 
coronavirus infections and 
an exodus of workers, some 
of whom fled the factory 
on foot. Foxconn said in a 
statement that it is revis- 
ing its outlook for this quar- 
ter downward due to the 
lockdown. “Foxconn is now 
working with the govern- 
ment in a concerted effort 
to stamp out the pandemic 
and resume production to 
its full capacity as quickly 
as possible,” the company 
said Monday. 
It also said that the provin- 
cial government has said it 
will “fully support” Foxconn 
in managing the plant’s 
pandemic prevention and 
operation situation. 
In a post on the Zhengzhou 
plant’s WeChat social me- 
dia account Sunday, the 
company said a “closed 


loop” system would restrict 
its employees’ travel be- 
tween their dormitories and 
the factory area to man- 
age risks of COVID-19 trans- 
mission. 


The last quarter of the year 
is typically a busy season 
for companies like Foxconn 
as they ramp up produc- 
tion ahead of the end of 
year holiday rush. 


“We are working closely 
with our supplier to return 
to normal production levels 
while ensuring the health 
and safety of every work- 
er,” Apple said.q

Walgreens push into comprehensive care picks up momentum

Walgreens extended its push into 
more comprehensive health care 
with its VillageMD unit acquiring 
another urgent and primary care 
chain, Summit Health-CityMD, in a 
deal worth close to $9 billion. 
Walgreens and rival CVS, two re- 
tail chains with thousands of lo- 
cations, have evolved in recent 
years with a greater focus on 
overall care for customers, trying 
to help them avoid chronic health 
conditions and expensive hospital 
stays. That goes far beyond their 
historic focus on store sales and 
filling prescriptions. 
The deal to combine VillageMD 
and CityMD arrives just two months 
after CVS Health said it would pay 
about $8 billion to acquire Signify 
Health, a technology company 
that sends doctors and other care 
providers to people's homes to as- 
sess how they are doing and what 
help they might need. 
Walgreens Boots Alliance, which 
has a 53% controlling interest in 
VillageMD, will invest $3.5 billion in 
debt and equity in support of the 
deal, which is expected to close 
in the first quarter of 2023. 
In what the companies are calling 


a "strategic collaboration," Ever- 
north, a subsidiary of health insur- 
ance giant Cigna Health, is also 
making an undisclosed invest- 
ment in the deal and will become 
a minority owner of VillageMD. 
Overall health has also taken on 
more emphasis with insurers and 
employers, who must foot medi- 


cal bills. 
Walgreens, 
which 
has 
about 
13,000 retail pharmacy locations 
worldwide including 9,000 in the 
U.S, has invested billions of dol- 
lars in Village MD and is opening 
primary care practices next to its 
drugstores so that pharmacies 
and physician offices can more 


easily work together. 
Village Medical provides primary 
care for patients at its traditional 
stand-alone practices, through 
its Village Medical at Walgreens 
practices, at home and through 
virtual visits. Chicago's VillageMD 
and Village Medical operate in 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Texas, 
Nevada, Colorado, Arizona, Flor- 
ida and Georgia and Kentucky, 
with more than 1.6 million patients. 
Summit Health and CityMD have 
more than 2,800 providers at more 
than 370 locations in New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Penn- 
sylvania and Central Oregon. 
Summit is based in New Jersey. 
Walgreens, which has its head-

NEW YORK (AP) — Clara 
Wu Tsai, co-owner of the 
Brooklyn Nets, launched 
the largest business accel- 
erator for minority founders 
of early-stage startups on 
Monday. 
Named 
BK-XL, 
the 
ac- 
celerator will invest up to 
$500,000 to 12 startups led 
by Black, Indigenous and 
other minority founders in 
2023. 
"Capital is one of the big- 
gest 
impediments 
to 
wealth-building, particular- 
ly for BIPOC entrepreneurs," 
Wu Tsai told The Associated 
Press in an interview. "We 
thought that investing in 
this segment was how we 
could create wealth, not 
only for the entrepreneurs, 
but also through all the dif- 
ferent jobs that they are 
going to create." 
Increasing investments of 
venture capital in startups 
run by minority founders 
became a priority for many 
during the racial reckon- 
ing that followed the po- 
lice killing of George Floyd. 
According to Crunchbase, 
only 2.4% of all U.S. venture 
capital 
raised 
between 
2015 to 2020 was allocat- 
ed to startups with Black 
or Latinx founders. Fund- 
ing to Black entrepreneurs 
quadrupled in the first half 
of 2021 to $1.8 billion. How- 
ever, investments to minor- 
ity founders this year have 
dropped steeply. 
BK-XL is part of Wu Tsai's 
plan to change that. The 
accelerator 
is 
another 
piece of her racial justice 
work, with her husband Joe 
Tsai, to improve economic 
mobility for minorities. Be- 
cause of their ownership 
of the Brooklyn Nets and 


the Barclays Center arena 
in Brooklyn, they have de- 
cided to focus their eco- 
nomic mobility donations 
and investments in the New 
York City borough as well to 
maximize their impact. 
"It will be a mix of grants, 
loans and investments into 
this borough which I think 
ultimately is going to result 
in strengthening the com- 
munity and the building up 
of people," Wu Tsai said. 
Last year, the Tsais' Social 
Justice Fund launched the 
"EXCELerate" initiative that 
provided no-interest loans 
to Black-owned small busi- 
nesses 
in 
Brooklyn 
that 
needed help recovering 
from the COVID-19 pan- 
demic 
shutdowns. 
Wu 
Tsai said the investments 
through BK-XL will help new 
businesses that are ready 
to expand. 
For startups chosen for the 
BK-XL program, the first 
$125,000 investment will be 
in return for 7% equity in the 
startups, split between Wu 


Tsai's Social Justice Fund 
and the investment plat- 
form Visible Hands. 
Daniel 
Acheampong, 
general partner at Visible 
Hands, said BK-XL will offer 
more than a monetary in- 
vestment. 
Founders selected for the 
program will receive free 
office space and a 10- 
week immersion program 
on building successful busi- 
nesses, 
with 
mentorship 
help from Visible Hands, 
Tsai's investment firm Blue 
Pool Capital, and other 
partners. 
"Being a founder is a lonely 
journey," 
said 
Acheam- 
pong, adding that it's even 
harder for minority found- 
ers because there are so 
few of them. "It helps when 
you're doing it in the con- 
text of folks who can say, 
'Hey, I've been through 
your experience. I know 
the challenges of bias in 
raising capital.'" 
Acheampong 
said 
that 
kind of support – which he 
calls social capital and in- 
spiration capital – is as im- 
portant as the investment 
capital. "The partnership 
here is something I'm really 
excited about," he said. 
BK-XL will begin taking ap- 
plications on Dec. 5. Ache- 
ampong said any kind of 
BIPOC-led startup can ap- 
ply, as long as they will be 
based in Brooklyn. q

Insider Q&A: Kind Founder Lubetzky 
on entrepreneurship

To entrepreneur Daniel Lu- 
betzky, the founder of Kind 
snacks, 
kindness 
means 
more than just being nice. 
"If somebody is nice, they're 
not going to bully. But if 
they're kind, they're going 
to stand up to the bully," he 
said. "Kindness requires the 
strength of action." 
It's 
a 
lesson 
Lubetzky 
learned from his father, a 
Latvian Jew who survived 
the Holocaust. Lubetzky's 
father was deeply touched 
by small acts of kindness, 
like the German soldier 
who snuck him a potato 
or the care shown by the 
Japanese-American 
sol- 
diers who liberated him. 
Lubetzky, who was born 
in Mexico and is fluent in 
Spanish, French, Hebrew 
and English, also has a pas- 
sion for bridging cultures. 


One of his first ventures, 
PeaceWorks, sold products 
made jointly by Israelis and 
Palestinians; this year, he 
helped fund scholarships 
for Ukrainian students to 
study in the U.S. Lubetzky 
launched Kind in 2004, 
honoring his father with 
the name. The health-con- 
scious brand helped trans- 
form the snack category; 
Lubetzky sold it to Mars 
in 2020 for an estimated 
$5 billion. Lubetzky has in- 
vested that into new food 
brands like Somos Foods, 
which aims to bring au- 
thentic Mexican products 
to U.S. groceries. He's also 
launched charitable foun- 
dations and nonprofits like 
Starts with Us, which tries 
to overcome political and 
cultural division. Lubetzky 
discussed his career, and 
what motivates him, with 
The Associated Press. His 


comments have been ed- 
ited for length. 
Q. How do you describe 
yourself? 
A. I think of myself as a serial 
social entrepreneur, mean- 
ing someone that loves 
noticing opportunities for 
how to create stuff in so- 
ciety that doesn't already 
exist that will be both eco- 
nomically sustainable and 
socially impactful. I think 
that tends to be one com- 
mon thread in a lot of the 
ventures that I do: ventures 
that use business as a force 
for having a social impact 
and doing it in a way that 
the products can defend 
themselves and win on the 
merits of that. q

"We're 
super 
thrilled 
to 
have Jimmy score his hat 
trick on this global stage," 
executive producers and 
showrunners Glenn Weiss 
and Ricky Kirshner said in a 
joint statement. "We know 
he will be funny and ready 
for anything!" 
Kimmel has hosted the 
show twice before, in 2017, 
when he managed the 
chaotic final moments in 
which the wrong best pic- 
ture winner was called, and 
then the next year, which 
came just months into the 
#MeToo reckoning. 
"Being invited to host the 
Oscars for a third time is 
either a great honor or a 
trap," Kimmel said. "Either 
way, I am grateful to the 
academy for asking me 
so quickly after everyone 
good said no." 
After the 90th Oscars in 
2018, which Kimmel host- 
ed to generally positive 


reviews, 
the 
Academy 
Awards went without a 
host until the 94th ceremo- 
ny earlier this year when 
Regina Hall, Amy Schumer 
and Wanda Sykes shared 
the stage. 
"Jimmy is the perfect host 
to help us recognize the 
incredible artists and films 
of our 95th Oscars," added 
academy CEO Bill Kramer 
and academy President 


Janet Yang. "His love of 
movies, live TV expertise, 
and ability to connect with 
our global audiences will 
create an unforgettable 
experience for our millions 
of viewers worldwide." 
Molly McNearney, who is 
the co-head writer and ex-

Rihanna talks motherhood, Super Bowl: 'It was now or never'

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) 
— Patrick Mahomes was 
probably having flashbacks 
Sunday night to his days at 
Texas Tech, when he would 
scramble around like a kid 
playing 
sandlot 
football 
while 
routinely 
throwing 
the ball 60-plus times in a 
game. 
The Chiefs needed all of it 
every run, every throw, ev- 
ery yard to rally past the 
Tennessee Titans. 
Mahomes finished 43 of 
68 for 446 yards and a 
touchdown, and he ran 
for the tying score and 
2-point conversion late in 
the fourth quarter, before 
Harrison Butker atoned for 
two earlier misses by drilling 
the go-ahead field goal 
in overtime and lifting the 
Chiefs to the 20-17 victory. 
"I did not know I threw that 
many," Mahomes said with 
a smile, "but yeah, Texas 
Tech, I threw a couple, so 
I'm able to do it." 
Chiefs coach Andy Reid 
improved to 21-3 coming 
off a bye by beating a fran- 
chise that has long been 
his nemesis. He was just 2-9 
against the Titans heck, 
Reid has three wins against 
the Chiefs including a 27-3 
loss in Nashville last year. 
It was only the second win 
for Kansas City (6-2) in its 
last seven games against 
the Titans. 
Things were spiraling to- 
ward another disappoint- 


ment the way Derrick Henry 
was chewing up yardage 
against the Kansas City 
defense, and the way the 
Titans (5-3) were shutting 
down Mahomes and Co. 
into the fourth quarter. 
Indeed, the Chiefs were 
trailing 17-9 and time was 
running out when they took 
over at their own 7-yard 
line. But in vintage Ma- 
homes fashion, he willed his 
team downfield. His 20-yard 
scramble on third-and-17 
kept the drive going, and 
his third-and-9 touchdown 
scramble along with his 
2-point 
conversion 
run 
knotted the game with 2:56 
to go. 


After the Chiefs won the 
overtime coin toss, the Ti- 
tans nearly stopped them, 
only for Noah Gray to 
make a nifty third-down 
catch. 
Then, 
Mahomes 
hit JuJu Smith-Schuster on 
fourth down to keep the 
drive alive and the clock 
moving. 
Butker drilled his 28-yarder 
to give Kansas City the lead 
with 4:04 left in overtime. 
The Chiefs proceeded to 
stuff Henry, then sacked 
Titans rookie Malik Willis on 
back-to-back plays, before 
batting down his fourth- 
down throw to end the 
game and send fireworks 
flying into the sky above Ar- 


rowhead Stadium. 
Henry finished with 115 
yards 
rushing 
and 
two 
touchdowns for the Titans. 
But he didn't get a whole lot 
of help from Willis, who got 
his second start in place of 
the injured Ryan Tannehill, 
and was just 5 of 16 for 80 
yards. 
The Chiefs figured the best 
way to shut down Henry, 
who had run for 219 yards 
and two touchdowns last 
week against Houston, was 
to keep him off the field. 
They opened the game 
with a 15-play march that 
took up 8 1/2 minutes and 
ended in a field goal, then 
forced a punt and went 79 


yards with Mahomes find- 
ing Hardman for the touch- 
down. 
After forcing a punt, Henry 
went to work again. He 
slipped through the line 
untouched and was finally 
dragged down 56 yards 
later. Then, the 247-pound 
running back pounded into 
the end zone to give the Ti- 
tans a 14-9 lead. 
It was Henry's 74th career 
touchdown run, moving 
him past Earl Campbell for 
the most in franchise his- 
tory. 
The 
Chiefs, 
meanwhile, 
were incapable of running 
the ball. And with the Titans 
no longer worried about 
stopping the rush, they be- 
gan to relentlessly pressure 
Mahomes. 
Denico Autry's first sack 
forced a punt, then his sec- 
ond on third-and-1 near 
midfield prevented Kansas 
City from getting points just 
before halftime. 
The Titans eventually ex- 
tended the lead when 
Mahomes was picked off 
by rookie Roger McCreary, 
setting up Randy Bullock's 
44-yard field goal. But their 
own offense started to fizzle, 
and despite Butker's missed 
field goal — he also missed 
an earlier extra point — the 
Chiefs managed to get 
the late touchdown they 
needed to force overtime. 
"It was a struggle," Reid 
said. "We were up and 
down and the guys hung 
together." q

went over 100,000 yards in 
his 374th career game, in- 
cluding the playoffs. 
"For me, it's a credit to all 


the guys that I've played 
with, who have blocked for 
me, have caught passes. 
... I can't do (anything) in 
this league without guys 
doing what they're amaz- 
ing at, too," Brady said last 
Thursday. 
"They're 
great 
achievements," he added. 
"But as much as people 
want to say: "Oh, this is what 
Tom Brady did.' In my mind, 
this is what myself and all 
these other people that 
have contributed to my life 
have done as well."q

Final bid dossiers are due in 
March, with the host to be 
selected by UEFA in Sep- 
tember 2023. 
Italy won the Euros as host 


in 1968 and also organized 
the 1980 edition won by 
West Germany plus four 
games of Euro 2020. 
The last major soccer tour- 
nament held entirely in Italy 
was the 1990 World Cup 
and many of the country's 
stadiums have not been 
renovated for more than 
three decades. 
UEFA will also decide the 
host for the 2028 Euros next 
year. 
There is a joint U.K.-Ireland 
bid for 2028, while Turkey 
is bidding for either 2028 
or 2032, with Italy focused 
solely on 2032. 
Russia had previously an- 
nounced a declaration of 
interest for 2028 or 2032 but 
has since been removed 
from the process because 
of the war in Ukraine.q

HOUSTON (AP) — Fans were lining up in downtown Hous- 
ton on Monday for a parade to celebrate the Astros' 
World Series win over the weekend. 
Houston Mayor Sylvester Turner said he encouraged fans 
coming to the victory parade to "arrive early, wear Astros' 
colors, be loud and celebrate safely." The parade starts 
at noon. 
Yordan Alvarez hit a towering three-run homer and the 
Astros clinched their second World Series title in six sea- 
sons on Saturday, beating the Philadelphia Phillies 4-1 in 
Game 6. 
The city said in a news release that the downtown pa- 
rade after the Astros' 2017 win brought in about 1 million 
people, and organizers expect about that many people 
at Monday's parade. 
Saturday's win gave the Astros' 73-year-old manager 
Dusty Baker his first title in 25 seasons as a manager, the
